Tourists started sending copies of Musa-shiya s ads to their friends rn 


many countries. Soon Musa-shiya was receiving orders from all over the 


world as well as doing a thriving business in Hawaii. 


And that is the story of how a well planned, small advertising cam­ 


paign made an unknown Japanese shirtmaker not only wealthy but world 


famous.

NEW LAW AFFECTS* 
EMU TRK CO-OPS. 
Under som e conditions inhabi­ 
tants of cities and towns 
can 
avail them selves of the services 
of 
rural 
electric 
cooperatives 
(co-ops), 
according 
to 
a 
law 
passed by 
the fifty-fifth 
Texas 
Legislature. 
As the name implies, these co­ 
ops are made up of customers and 
furnish services to their members 
on a cooperative basis. 
Persons 
residing in rural areas and unalile 
to obtain electrical service from 
public 
u tilities 
or 
municipally 
owned plants 
'central 
stations) 
have been able to purchase elec­ 
tricity through such co-ops for a 
number of years. 
However, there 
has been som e argument about 
non-rural customers. 
Som etim es rui a1 areas served 
by a co-op become non-rural, due 
to annexation by an incorpoi ated 
city or town. 
Electric coops have 
usually continued to serve exist­ 
ing customers, as well as others 
desiring service, within these an­ 
nexed areas. 
But their authority 
to serve th( se people became qu< > 
tionable when in a recent law suit 
the Supreme Court of Texas in­ 
dicated that such a practice m ight 
be illegal. 
This decision led to the action 
of 
the 
Legislature 
in 
passing 
House bill 547, amending our laws 
pertaining to electrical co-ops, as 
a 
prccauti 'na y 
measure. 
The 
co-ops are now authorial I to en­ 
gage in rural electrification 
by 
any one or more of the following 
methods: 
If an arca (rural or non-rural) 
being served by a co-op is annexed 
by an incorporated city or town 
in which central station service is 
supplied by the municipality or by 
a public utility located there, the 
co-op can continue lo servo those 
persons who were members 
on 
the date of annexation. 


Pei sons in such an area who ( 
were not members on the annexa 
tion date may become members , 
of the co-op and thereafter receive 1 
serv ice, if they cannot get electric 
service 
o th erw ise- through 
the 
municipality or a public utility. 


Further, 
even 
though 
central 
station service is now available, 
persons living in an incorporated 
or 
unincorporated city oi' town 
(rui I or non-rural) 
who 
have 
been receiving electricity from a 
( )-<)[> can continue to avail them ­ 
selves of co-op service, provided 
ct ntral station ser vice w as 
not 
available to them when they began 
to purchase from the co-op. 


In a Iditi 'n, as rn the past. co­ 


i l s may furnish electric service to 
persons in rural areas 
who are 
not receiving central station serv­ 
ice. 
The co-ops have alw ays been 
authoized to furnish w iring facili­ 
ties and electrical or 
plumbing 
equipment to their m em bers in 
addition to electricity. 
House bill 
547 continues this authority and 
extends it 
to cover persons in 
annexed areas who are authorized 
to receive electrical service.
